RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which is already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


¢ When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


¢ If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any | 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

Mark Bittner made a MOTION TO MOVE the question; VOTE on motion 
to move: YES, unanimously. 


Vote on Article 40 as amended to read: To see if the Town will vote to pay over 
to the Trustees of the Trust Funds the amount of $1861.00 from the sale of lots 
at “Prospect Cemetery” to be held in a perpetual care fund with the income 
therefrom annually applied to the care and maintenance of cemeteries. 


RESULTS: YES, unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 41: 


To review real estate acquired by the Town by Tax Collector’s Deeds since 
the last Annual Town Meeting.

Tom Kondrat, the Tax Collector, conducted the review, stating there are only 
two properties involved - one piece that had been billed in error years ago to 
individuals who were acting as precinct commissions, and not to the precinct, 
and had been taken for non-payment of taxes and which will probably be 
returned to the precinct by a deed from the Selectmen, and the other is a land- 
locked piece close to the precinct piece, but not abutting, that would be best 
auctioned off between abutters. For information purposes, Tom noted that 
there had been a change in the law, whereby if somebody wants their proper- 
ty back after it has been taken by the Town for nonpayment of taxes, not only 
do they have to pay all the back taxes, costs and interest, but there is now a 
15% penalty based on the assessed value that has to be paid to the Town. 


ARTICLE 42: 


To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting. 


The Moderator, Don Johnson, announced that Robert Fowler had retired has an 
election official, after 13 years of devoted service. Don presented a framed pic- 
ture of Bob, taken at a prior election, (of Bob with the ballot box and his usual 
smile), to be given to Bob as a “Thank you” from all of the people who worked 
with Bob and enjoyed his company and good humor for so many years. Don 
read the inscription of the back of the photograph: “To Bob Fowler in gratitude 
for 13 faithful years as ballot clerk and assistant moderator. Thank you for 
inspiring all of us with your spirit of integrity and respect for all. Town of 
Freedom, March 1999.” There was a round of applause for Bob! 


Ned Hatfield wanted to note that under Article 37, the land purchase by the 
Town, that he hopes that all of the town boards will be consulted and all reg- 
ulations will be observed and all permits would be in order before anything 
is done on the land. 


Jack Pyne was questioned about the bike path proposed for the perimeter of 
Ossipee Lake, which would involve the Ossipee Lake Road and Route 153. 
He said he has safety concerns, but has not been approached officially at this 
time and does not have any other information - says the Town will need to 
wait for the proposal. 


Betty Godfrey stated that she had attended both Seledmen’s meetings and 
the School Board’s meetings and had been left with the impression that she 
wasn’t welcome at the School Board meetings. Also - she noted that when 
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her husband, Albert, had been Tax Collector, Camp Calumet had been on the 
tax roles - owns many acres, including shore front, and she would like to see 
Camp Calumet back on the tax roles. 


Daniel Brooks recommended that it might be easier to decide the voting 
results if the voters were to have something that they could hold up and 
show, as opposed to whom can shout the loudest. The Moderator said he’d 
been thinking along those lines, too, and would take it under advisement. 


Daniel Brooks asked the Selectmen if everything had been done under 
Article 41 to allow the Selectmen to move the funds. The Selectmen assured 
him that all 1s in order. 


Bob Cedar - wanted to be sure that the “Thank you” for Bob Fowler would 
be a part of the permanent record and would show up in next year’s Town 
Report. The Moderator turned to the Town Clerk, Libby, who assured the 
meeting “Yes” - “Guaranteed!” 


Barbara Reed asked when the Town would be receiving its street numbers. John 
Krebs reported that the 911 people are in town now working on the maps etc., 
and it is very close to completion - probably will be necessary to hold public 
meetings to be sure people know when their numbers actually change, because 
once notified, the Telephone Company makes the changes immediately. 


Gary Millen - said he’d been baffled by the vote on the written ballot and 
thought the wording confusing - wasn’t sure if he voted “yes” it would be to 
put Town Meeting back on Tuesday or not. He said he’d been in Town 21 
years, and this was only the 2nd time he’d been able to attend. 


The Moderator told him that the Town had voted to put Town Meeting back 
on Tuesday. 


John Krebs explained to the meeting that the language is taken right from the 
statute. He apologized for not adding any explanatory language to the article. 


Carol Foord asked about the lagoon and its closure and the expense on page 59. 


John Krebs stated that since the summer of 1998, the Selectmen of Freedom 
had notified the Department of Environmental Services that they would no 
longer be part of the lagoon project. The lagoon is a private facility owned 
by The Kennett Corporation. The Kennett Corporation is solely responsible 
for the closure. The Town’s obligation is over, except that the Town is pay- 
ing for the test well monitoring for this year and next. 


Carol Foord asked if the contract obligated the Town legally to participate in 
the closure. John Krebs answered: “No.” 


Bonnie Ainsworth noted that it would be helpful if Articles in the Warrant 
noted whether or not a written ballot would be required. 


Bob Cranage asked if there could be some kind of an agreement with the 
Selectmen regarding articles - that people applying for an article on the war- 
rant would have to supply written documentation as to their requests, and 
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that this would make them aware of the requirements. He also noted that if 
representatives of the organizations requesting money are present, it would 
be better to have them heard early in the day, so they didn’t have to miss a 
whole day of work. 


Jane Davidson asked what would need to be done to put it back on the 
Warrant for next year to have the Town meeting on Saturday again. 


Don Johnson addressed this to the Selectmen and Town Attorney Peter 
Hastings. It was recommended that unless the Selectmen agreed to place the 
article on the warrant, it would be necessary to submit a petition signed by 
at least ten (10) people. This would bring this to the Vote of the people in 
2000, to take effect in 2001 if voted in. It was noted by Attorney Hastings 
that the language again would be by the statute. 


Eli Gordon asked if the Selectmen would add some additional language that 
would make the issue clearer to understand. 


Ralph Kazanjian noted that the 1998 Town Report had not been dedicated to 
anybody. He made a motion that the 1999 Town Report be dedicated to 
Robert Fowler; seconded by Allan Davidson, with UNANIMOUS YES vote. 


Justin Brooks made a motion to adjourn. 


Several people protested that they had not been recognized by the 
Moderator. The moderator explained to the meeting that several people still 
wanted to be heard.... 


VOTE ON MOTION TO ADJOURN: NO, by majority. 


Mark Bittner made a MOTION TO direct the Chief of Police to place an 
itemization of his budget in the Annual Town Report, and statistics showing 
the number of calls and a breakdown of same, similar to the Fire 
Department’s report; SECONDED by Deborah Fauver. 


Jack Pyne, Police Chief, noted that he always provides the Selectmen with 
an itemized budget and a report, and that it is their responsibility to place it 
in the Annual Report. The meeting further instructed the Selectmen to do so. 


Tom Kondrat noted that it would be helpful if all of the departments used a more 
uniform report form, perhaps comparing one year to the next, to show trends. 


VOTE ON MOTION: YES, unanimous. 


Betty Godfrey - referred the meeting to Page 35 - asked for a report of the 
plans and expenses of the Parks and Recreation Committee, feels the Town 
should have more details, and went on to ask about the proposed fencing for 
the ballfield, stating that it violated the deed restrictions in the deeds for the 
property as donated to the Town; and complained about the naming of the 
ballfield as the “Freedom Community Park” on the granite monument placed 
at the ballfield. 


Eric Bossidy, as a Selectman and as a member of the Parks and Recreation 
Committee, responded to Betty’s questions. He noted that the Parks and 
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Recreation makes recommendations to the Selectmen; the Selectmen can 
manage Town Properties, and he indicated that the fence issue hasn’t even 
been brought out for discussion yet, but it seemed reasonable to be able to 
keep people off of the ballfield with motor vehicles. 


Betty Godfrey noted that the roads cannot be blocked - that fences won’t be 
allowed per the deed restrictions. 


Royann Bossidy, as amember of the Parks and Recreation Committee, noted 
that the ballfield needs re-doing and re-seeding, and it will be necessary to 
keep people off of it. 


Betty Godfrey said she thought this was a police issue. 


Betty Godfrey MADE A MOTION that the Selectmen not authorize any 
buildings, fences, construction, etc., be allowed on Town Property without a 
vote of the people at Town Meeting. 


This motion was not seconded. 


Tom Kondrat MADE A MOTION TO ADJOURN; SECONDED by 
everybody! 


John Krebs asked to be recognized by the Moderator; the Moderator grant- 
ed his request, with Tom Kondrat noting: “so yielded”. 


John Krebs thanked Patricia McCoy, who was ending her year as a 
Selectwoman, for her hard work and dedication during the year. Pat received 
a round of applause. 


The Moderator then took the VOTE ON THE MOTION TO ADJOURN: 
RESULTS: YES, unanimously. 
The meeting adjourned at 3:10 p.m. 


The Moderator noted, for the record, that the Town had voted to raise and 
appropriate a total sum of $1,219,373.35.

TREASURER'S REPORT 


This has been a very difficult year for the Town of Freedom because of the new 
state-wide property tax for education. Because of the delay in setting the tax rate by 
the DRA, the town was two weeks late sending out the tax bills. Therefore, this cre- 
ated a need to borrow extra money from the bank to run the town and our school 
and our town paid more interest for borrowing that extra money. 

Since the tax bills were sent out late, I as treasurer, was deprived the oppor- 
tunity to earn extra money for the town on the investments. This earned money 
usually offsets the interest paid out when the town borrows money. This year our 
town spent $7,900.00 on interest for the money borrowed and the investments 
earned $7,400.00 causing our town an expense. A situation like this has not hap- 
pened in several years. 

This situation would not have occurred if the townspeople had voted for a 
semi-annual tax last March. A semi-annual tax means the town would not need 
to borrow as much money, if any, to run the town and therefore, little or no 
money would be spent on interest on borrowed money. 

I hope the idea of a semi-annual tax will soon be accepted by the townspeo- 
ple of Freedom. It is bad enough that our town must sent money to Concord to 
educate other children in the State of New Hampshire (656,362.00), plus the 
town is giving money away to the bank for borrowing purposes. 

Again this year I have made every effort to protect and invest the towns- 
people money wisely, and will continue to do so as long as I am given the oppor- 
tunity by the townspeople. 

Thank you for allowing me to serve you as Treasurer of the Town of 
Freedom.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


1999 was a year of great challenges for the Board of Selectmen, in part a 
consequence of all three Board members being first-term selectmen, and perhaps 
more importantly, due to the Board’s continued philosophy of maintaining 
Freedom’s status as a high-quality community with out placing undue tax bur- 
dens on our residents. 

Toward this end, we have begun planning for future capital expenditures 
including the continued maintenance and upkeep of all Town buildings and facili- 
ties. During 1999, this work included substantial improvements to the buildings at 
the transfer station, new carpeting and interior painting of the Town office building, 
and the installation of Precinct water to the Highway Garage and the ballfield We 
believe that continued maintenance and improvements to the Town buildings are 
necessary and wise investments for Freedom’s future. 

While the Board began investing in building improvements, we also developed 
personnel policies for all Town employees, which included investing in their futures 
by establishing and contributing to Individual Retirement Accounts. As you will 
notice, funding for these IRA’s will require your approval of a special warrant arti- 
cle at Town Meeting 2000. Our philosophy as employers is to provide wages com- 
parable to those being paid by municipalities of similar size to reduce employee 
turnover which is very costly. 

The issue which has had the most profound effect on Freedom in 1999, was the 
State of New Hampshire’s solution to the education funding litigation initiated by 
the Town of Claremont. The solution resulted in Freedom being classified as a 
‘donor’ community. In short, this means that Freedom was required to ‘donate’ in 
excess of $656,000 to the State of NH, to support the educational programs of 
‘receiver’ communities like Albany, Conway, and Madison. While the Board strong- 
ly supports funding of quality educational programs for Freedom’s children, we are 
vigorously opposed to the State’s solution, as it is based on property values which 
are not equitably equalized statewide. In a cooperative effort with the Freedom 
School Board, we joined and financially assisted the Coalition Communities lawsuit 
to force an equitable statewide solution. This effort is ongoing, and we plan to con- 
tinue supporting the Coalition in the year 2000. 

Finally, the end of 1999 brought with it the ‘retirement’ of Paul Dorian, 
Building Inspector/Code Enforcement Officer. Not only has Paul served the Town 
exceedingly well in his official capacity, he has also volunteered countless hours of 
his time making repairs and improvements to all of our Town buildings and facili- 
ties.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


Our major effort in 1999 was to work with and encourage the activity of the 
Library Expansion Committee, chaired by Ed Reed. The committee which 
included Mark Bittner, Howard Bouve, Lee Fritz and Emory Stokes did not only 
meet their goal of $100,000 but exceeded it. As of this writing, over $220,000 
has been raised. Of this total, $33,500 was received from private foundations. We 
will, therefore, not have to request an additional $50,000 in the Town Warrant as 
originally planned. Salmon Falls Architecture has completed the working draw- 
ings, bids will be solicited over the winter months and we expect ground to be 
broken in the spring of 2000. 

The library, of course, could not operate without the dedication of our librar- 
ian, Ellie Thurston and the loyal volunteers that assist her on a regular basis. The 
Friends have continued to raise money with events such as the Old Home Week 
bake and book sale and the Proper English Tea given during the crafts weekend 
in November. 

We have all been challenged by the computer age which is upon us at the 
library. We have received funds from International Paper to enable us to purchase 
two computer systems for our new library and we have been given one system 
from the Department of Employment Security. We have had some training and 
the computer we now have allows us the opportunity to explore the possibilities 
for our library. In the new budget proposed for the year 2000, funds have been 
allocated for the continued training of our librarian and volunteers. 

It has been a most rewarding year. Over 250 individual donors have made 
the possibility of a new library a reality in our town. Our sincere thanks to all 
who participated.

Once again I would like to thank all the volunteer fire-rescue members for their 
time and efforts. We are always looking for more volunteers, anyone interested can 
come to our business meetings which are held on the last Tuesday of the month. 

I end my report by thanking the Selectmen, Department Heads and their 
employees for all their cooperation but most of all to the citizens of Freedom for 
their much needed support.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN/ 
STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, con- 
tact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required before 
doing ANY outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless 
the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. 
Violations of RSA 227-L: 17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest 
Rangers were busy assisting communities with suppression of difficult and remote 
multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also investigated numerous complaints regard- 
ing violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken enforcement 
action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or tim- 
ber harvest laws, please call our office at 271 -2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens through- 
out the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who 
assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law enforce- 
ment. The 1999 fire season was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters 
in New Hampshire. The severe drought conditions throughout the spring and sum- 
mer months combined with residual effects of 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a dramatic 
increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 struc- 
tures were also impacted by wildfire. Wildland fires in the urban interface is a seri- 
ous concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect 
their structures by maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure 
that houses are properly identified with street numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 con- 
tract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick 
response from local fire departments. This 1s a critical factor in controlling the size of 
wildland fires & keeping the loss of property & suppression costs as low as possible.

First let me thank the residents of Freedom for their support of me over these 
ten plus years as your Zoning and Code Officer. It has been an experience that 
will remain with me for many years and one in which I have taken with a great 
deal of pleasure. I trust that my successor Phil Matton will receive the same sup- 
port I have over these years. 

Zoning issues were at a minimum this past year. Signage and the removal of 
trees within the shoreline protected areas seem to be the more frequent areas of 
questions. 

Building permits issued over 1999 numbered 117. Ten percent of these were 
for new homes. The remainder were for smaller accessory buildings. There were 
a number of major renovations. Permit fees were in excess of $6,500.00 which 
more than covered the expense for the position. 

The year 2000 and the new millennium bring in newer and revised publica- 
tions for building codes. The emphasis in the future will be for implementing 
international codes for all phases of building construction which will be a chal- 
lenge for all of us.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


This past year has been a busy one. The time has brought us full circle once 
again for some annual reflection. 

Weather can be so extreme in its changes -January 8th at 5:00 am., minus 4 
degrees, and just 36 furs. later on the 9th, at 5:00 pm., 38 degrees above -a dif- 
ference of 42 degrees in temperature and a steady rain freezing on contact on the 
roads. We are contending with more storms of a mixture of snow, rain, sleet, ice, 
and making our jobs more difficult; but were very fortunate in not having any 
devastations like 1998. 


IMPROVEMENTS: 
¢ Graveled parts on Loon Lake Rd with 3/4 inch CBRG 


¢ Graveled Scarboro Rd from State Hwy to Kidder Hill 3/4”°CBRG 


¢ 250 feet on Black Rd was reconstructed with new pavement with asphalt lined 
ditches. The old road had concrete lined ditches that were broken and heaved 
above broken pavement. 


¢ Portion on Swetts Hill Rd was resurfaced with 3/8” concrete asphalt 


¢ Over grown brush was cut back on Swetts Hill, Cold Brook, Burnham, Watson 
Hill, Youngs Hill, Loon Lake Roads 


¢ Sept 9th shimmed the hill on Bennett Rd by Hoople residence, a portion of 
Rice Hill Rd, and Liberty Lane bad spots, using 405 tons of 3/8” grader shim 
NEW CONSTRUCTION: 


¢ Fuel Storage System Facility finished and on line Nov 8th after hours of plan- 
ning and coordinating 


¢ Gravel Machine (picture below) was built by the Town Crew using some parts

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from the old steel sander. This gravel machine was fabricated in my mind after 
seeing pictures of these machines. Its purpose is to repair low and washed out 
graveled shoulders over paved roads. 


This machine pins to the front of the grader. Once installed and positioned to 
the side of the road - a dump truck unloads its 3/4” CBR Gravel into the hop- 
per - when full the grader pushes truck, machine, and gravel over the road con- 
veying the CBRG onto the shoulder. Gravel is leveled by the grader blade. All 
these movements I have attempted to describe are done simultaneously. 


We ended 1999 achieving many of my goals to benefit our safety and pro- 
tect the environment with the new salt storage building, spreader storage shed, 
fuel storage facility, and the many new face lifts to paved roads. Entering this 
New Millennium which ts so fast-paced with fax machines and cyber space inter- 
net, hopefully won’t make for changes so as to lose our small unique township. 

I take this opportunity to thank each and all that strive to make Freedom 
safer. My deep appreciation and gratitude to my Highway Personnel, Freedom 
Fire & Rescue and Freedom Police Departments.
